What the “L,” people? 
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Will Hugh Jackman 
have the Midas touch 
at Academy Awards?

LOS ANGELES Hugh Jackman is ready to 
party at the Oscars— and don’t you try 
to stop him. 

“I’m certainly going to have a good 
time,” the host of this year’s awards 
show told The Associated Press in an 
interview weeks before the ceremony 
airing at 7 p.m. Sunday on ABC. “If I’m 
not going to have a good time, how the 
hell is anybody else?” 

The “Australia” and “X-Men” star 
sounds high-spirited for someone 
facing what promoters are describing 
as some very big changes to the 
show. Reports of a more intimate- 
looking venue and a change to the way 
categories are presented have both 
surfaced. 

Academy Awards producers Laurence 
Mark and Bill Condon have said they 
plan to take the ceremony in a new 
direction, and choosing Jackman to 
host was their first apparent step. The 
question: Will it draw viewers? 

Neither Condon nor Mark, who 
teamed behind the scenes on the musi- 
cal “Dreamgirls,” has much TV expe- 
rience. And while Jackman is a multi- 
talented star whose sexiness has been 
vouched for by People, his last film, 
‘Australia,” was a box-office disappoint- 
ment, and his well-regarded turns as 
host of Broadway’s Tony Awards were 
seen by as many folks as NBC’s “Knight 
Rider” revival, the Tribune reports. 

It’s a toss-up whether Jackman’s star 
power will be enough to carry a transi- 
tioning show. 

Details about the ceremony and 
any possible changes have been under 
wraps, but Jackman did drop a few 
hints during a recent interview with 
the AP— including a mention of a more 
“intimate” look for the ceremony’s 
home, the Kodak Theatre. 

“The look of the theater is very dif- 
ferent,” he said. “It’s more like the 
nightclub of your dreams. It’s very inti- 
mate. ... It’s got to be a lot closer. It’s 
been a little austere in the past. You 
know, there’s that stage, the host being 
up above the stalls, looking down at 
everybody ... But this is a lot more inti-

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mate. It’s still spectacular, being in the Kodak 
Theatre. But it’s a real difference in the way 
things are laid out.” 

The physical setup of the show isn’t the only 
change organizers are talking about. 

Speaking at the official annual pre-Oscars 
luncheon for nominees, staged in the same 
hotel ballroom where the Golden Globes 
were handed out in one of the umpteen other 
awards shows. Academy of Motion Picture 


Arts & Sciences President Sid Ganis vowed 
the Academy Awards telecast will be “truly 
different,” the Tribune reports. 

But could a change in the classic Oscars for- 
mula backfire? 

“In terms of style, there’s a quantum shift 
happening this year, and fingers crossed we get 
a lot of it right,” Jackman told the AP. Jackman 
said he’s glad producers are taking things in a 
new direction.

Oscar’s 
wild ride

CHICAGO One of the biggest stars of this year’s Academy 
Awards was born on the Northwest Side, brought into the 
world by Martin Vega and prepped for his big close-up by 
Eladio Gonzalez. 

Technically, his name is 3453, but he also goes by Oscar. 

On Sunday, he’ll be glistening onstage at the Kodak 
Theatre in Hollywood, clutched perhaps by a tearful Kate 
Winslet or an even tearier Mickey Rourke. 

Like most Hollywood sagas, the story of Oscar No. 3453 
begins with casting— in this case, the transformation of a 
chunk of metal alloy into a 13 Vz-inch-tall man. 

The statuettes have been made at the R.S. Owens fac- 
tory, a nondescript building on North Lynch Avenue, since 
1983. 

Vega, 40, focuses on his own artistry, as he melts bars 
made of britannia, a high-grade pewter alloy, in a casting 
tank. He then dips a ladle in the 780 -degree liquid and 
slowly pours the molten liquid into a steel mold, one of just 
two ever made, the other now retired. The remaining mold 
usually is locked up in a safe, brought out only this time of 
year for the two or so days it takes to cast the 50 Oscars that 
will be shipped to Hollywood. 

This year, that shipment hit a roadblock. Oscar No. 3453 
missed his flight.

Instead of being loaded onto a truck and driven to 
O’Hare with the others, his foam container was inadver- 
tently removed from the box and set aside. 

So while the rest of his Oscar family headed to the air- 
port— an SUV carrying two gun-toting off-duty Chicago 
cops following close behind— No. 3453 remained behind at 
the R.S. Owens factory 

It seems someone mistook him for one of the statuettes 
meant to appear at an exhibit in Chicago, but No. 3453 was 
destined for Hollywood. An employee simply got confused, 
said company president Scott Siegel. 

He said the employee unceremoniously drove the Oscar 
to the airport later in the day— sans security— and simply 
bought him a ticket. 

A hired car and two beefy bodyguards met No. 3453 at 
Los Angeles International Airport and raced him to the 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences’ headquar- 
ters to be reunited with his family

Some like it mild

The scene: We can’t think of too many 
places that feel farther away from 
the streets of Rio de Janeiro than a 
Streeterville hotel. But that hasn’t stopped 
C-House, the seafood-focused spot backed 
by celeb chef Marcus Samuelsson in the 
Affinia Chicago hotel, from serving a bossa 
nova- themed brunch every weekend since 
early November. This weekend, they’re 
even upping the effort for Carnaval. 

Still, don’t show up expecting a bunch of 
hip-swiveling, tassel-shaking samba danc- 
ers. The earth-toned dining room tends to 
fill up early with tourists, and on a recent 
visit, the soundtrack stayed mellow— at 
least one song from nearly every perform- 
ing member of the Gilberto family got air 
time. The tourist crowd, however, tends 
to come early for breakfast (served 7-10 
a.m.) and clear out by late morning. And 
this weekend, with Carnaval season in full- 
force, the music will be live. 

The cuisine: Despite the name, Brazilian 
flavors don’t figure into every Bossa Nova 
Brunch dish. American favorites such as 
omelets ($14) and buttermilk pancakes 


with blueberry sauce ($14) make the menu, 
and benedicts ($i4-$22) come in four vari- 
eties: spicy pulled pork, classic Canadian 
bacon, salmon and lobster. 

While the hollandaise was spot on, our 
“spicy” pulled pork benedict was under- 
seasoned— and not very spicy We didn’t 
have qualms about abandoning it for a 
gooey side of goat’s milk cheddar mac and 
cheese ($5) studded with chorizo. 

A few dishes come closer to showing 
South American flair, including breakfast 
tacos filled with scrambled eggs, chorizo 
and corn salad ($10) and a take on feijoada 
($14). The latter hardly resembles any 
version of the dish we’ve seen, but if you 
adjust your expectations, you’re left with 
a nice (if again under-seasoned) portion of 
pork with bacony black beans and rice. 

Cocktails are the best part of Bossa 
Nova Brunch, and during Carnaval season, 
they might as well be the only part that 
matters. Expect boozy sangrias, spicy 
brunch cocktails (if you like bloody marys, 
try the Red Snapper, a tongue-tingling 
tequila version) and, of course, Brazil’s 
national drink, the caipirinha. 



This weekend, caipirinhas get star treat- 
ment when C-House rolls out a new cus- 
tomizable menu. For $9, choose your fruit 
(classic lime, blood orange, kumquat, pine- 
apple or melon) and rim (sugar, citrus or 
strawberry sugar). A $3 floater (champagne, 
grand marnier or midori) is optional— but 
highly recommended if you’re planning to 
get into the Carnaval spirit.

It’s just so *Religulous’ 


When President Obama said in his inaugural address that 
“We are a nation of Christians and Muslims, Jews and 
Hindus, and non-believers,” satirist Bill Maher and oth- 
ers fitting into the latter category must have been pleased 
to be included. As Maher (“Real Time with Bill M^ier,” 

“Politically Incorrect”) claims in 
“Relig;ulous,” his feature-length 
documentary from 2008, a “hid- 
den minority” of 16 percent of 
Americans consider themselves 
“non-religious.” 

Out this week on DVD, 
“Relig;ulous” is a combative, pro- 
fane, gleefully blasphemous and 
frequently hilarious film essay 
that argqes for the validity of 
science and reason over 
faith. Maher launches an equal- 
opportunity assault on religious 
dogma and the tenets on which 
some of the major religions are 
based. 

His aim is to demonstrate that “religion is detrimental 
to the progress of humanity” Proudly wearing the banner 
of agnosticism, Maher proclaims “I preach the gospel of ‘I 
Don’t Know’ ” 

Maher’s documentary approach in “Relig;ulous” is the 
antithesis of PBS -style “balanced” filmmaking, where one 
point of view is countered by an opposing point of view. His

strategy is to mock and offend, through monolog;ues and 
combative interviews. Maher’s comrade-in-dissent is direc- 
tor Larry Charles, of “Borat” and “Curb Tour Enthusiasm” 
fame, and the two provide a joint DVD audio commentary 
that is almost as funny as the film itself 

Some critics have complained that Maher takes cheap 


shots at easy targets in “Religqlous,” rather than talking 
with learned scholars of particular religions about their 
faith. It’s doubtful that Maher will change any minds with 
“Relig;ulous,” though those of a more open-minded persua- 
sion will find a good amount of provocative entertainment 
and much to laugh at. brucedancis.mct

‘Must Read’ is a must-see 


Writer-director Morgan Dews found 50 
hours of audio, 201 home movies and 300 
pages worth of family history left behind 
by his grandmother Allis, who kept track 
of seemingly all the ups and downs of 
her life with her four kids and husband 
Charley, who spent 16 weeks each year 
away on business. From that found footage 
comes this documentary about a family 
undone by tension at home, where anger 
leads to resentment and severe psychologi- 
cal issues for practically everyone. 

The buzz: “Must Read” follows recent 
docs like “Dear Zachary” and “51 Birch 
St.” in chronicling, from the perspective 
of a relative or close friend, agonizing per- 
sonal stories that most viewers probably 
wouldn’t want to learn about in their own 


families. If you prefer your time capsules 
chilling and depressing, then you’ll be 
prepared to hear Allis talk about contem- 
plating suicide and understanding how 
people could kill their children if it means 
putting an end to their sorrow. The movie 
is screening online for Chicago audiences 
at giganticdigital.com. 

The verdict: At only about 72 minutes, 
“Death” has plenty of room to add inter- 
views with family psychology experts 
and surviving members of Allis’ brood to 
both provide structure and flesh out the 
inquiry into the destructive nature of an 
unhappy home. Yet there’s devastating 
truth to the way Dews lets the recorded 
voices, and their painful legacies, speak 
for themselves.

Post says it’s

Brits ban 
gay protesters 

LONDON The British govern- 
ment has banned Fred Phelps 
and his daughter Shirley Phelps- 
Roper from entering the United 
Kingdom. 

The Phelpses, whose protests 
at military members’ funerals 
in the U.S. have prompted law- 
suits and legislation, apparently 
had planned to fly to the United 
Kingdom to protest a perfor- 
mance of “The Laramie Project.” 

The play about the death of 
Matthew Shepard, a gay student 
who was killed in 1998 in Laramie, 
Wyo., is scheduled to open 
Friday at Queen Mary’s College 
in Basingstoke, Hampshire. 

The United Kingdom became 
aware of the planned protest 
when a statement on their Web 
site announced the trip and casti- 
gated the play and gay people.

Gov Quinn on Friday called on U.S. 
Sen. Roland Burris to resign amid the 
furor of questions over his contacts 
with former Gov Rod Blagojevich. 

Burris should “act as quickly as 
possible for the best interests of 
Illinois,” Quinn said at a late morn- 
ing news conference. “This should 
not be a matter that takes weeks.” 

Later Friday Burris’ chief of staff, 
Darrel Thompson, resigned, another 
signal of the pressures facing the 
senator. 

Quinn called on lawmakers to give 
him the power to appoint a tempo- 
rary successor to the Senate until a 
special election could be held. 

Many Republican lawmakers 
argued Quinn has the constitutional 
authority to order a special election, 
which could force Burris from office. 
But Quinn said Friday he doesn’t feel 
he has the constitutional authority 
to order a special election. 

If Burris quits, Quinn said he would 
look for a temporarily replacement 


who has no interest in running in a 
special election for a longer term. 

Quinn said he has not spoken to 
the senator and fellow Democrat 
about resigning. 

“He will always be held in high 
regard by the people for making 
this decision,” Quinn said about a 
potential resignation. “The common 
good is really what we have to focus 
on today” 

Quinn suggested Burris was 
“harming” the common good by 
remaining in office amid questions 
about various affidavits “correcting 
this and that” about his contact with 
Blagojevich allies. 

State Treasurer Alexi Giannoulias 
also added his voice to the calls for 
Burris to step down. 

“Given the revelations during 
the past several days, the situation 
has become toxic and only serves 
as a sideshow during a time when 
lawmakers should be addressing 
the financial crisis that is impacting 
families across Illinois,” he said.

Lightning-speed Internet is 
the wave of the future. But in a 
recession, good old dial-up ser- 
vice might get a longer look. Now 
Internet providers that have seen 
their dial-up customer base whit- 
tled over the past decade see an 
opportunity to stay in the game 
by offering the budget-conscious a cheaper option. 

“Dial-up is declining overall, but that doesn’t mean it’s 
not still a viable business,” said Kevin Brand, senior vice 
president of product management at EarthLink Inc. 
“There’s still a big market out there and during these tough 
times, even customers who have bundles including broad- 


band maybe looking at their bill and thinking, ‘Do I really 
need all this?’ ” 

With that in mind, EarthLink recently rolled out a dial- 
up offer of $7.95 per month, lowering its cheapest service— 
and undercutting competitors— by $2. 

The move to more aggressively court new dial-up users is 
striking, since it’s a market many consumers have fled. 

Time Warner Inc.’s AOL, once the king of dial-up with 
almost 27 million U.S. subscribers at its peak, decided long 
ago to prop itself up instead on advertising revenue. Now 
AOL, whose Internet subscribers are still mainly dial-up 
customers, counts 6.9 million of them. 

United Online, which offers dial-up through its NetZero 
and Juno services for $9.95 a month, hasn’t said whether 
it will match EarthLink’s discount. But the company’s ads 
signal the same approach to the recession. 

“The economy is tough,” Chief Executive Mark Goldston 
says in a recent TV commercial, claiming the 56 million 
American households with broadband could save $16 bil- 
lion a year by switching to NetZero dial-up. “It comes down 
to the need for speed or the need to save,” he says.
